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PROFILE: 

WALTER  VON  PLETTENBERG. 

Walter  von  Plettenberg  was  born  in  1450.  He  came  from  old  Westphalian 
stock,  but  he  was  educated  in  Livonia  (on  the  Baltic,  now  part  of  Russia). 

Plettenberg  became  a  Knight  of  the  German  Order,  and  in  1481  Minister  of 
Finance.  In  1489  he  was  created  Landsmar shall  and  this  led  to  his  becoming  the 
leader  of  the  Army  and  Chief  Counsellor  to  the  Master  of  the  German  Order.  In 
this  capacity,  in  1491,  he  subdued  the  town  of  Riga,  and  afterwards  assumed  the 
title  of  Livonian  Master  of  the  German  Order. 

As  Master,  his  first  engagement  was  the  struggle  against  Russia,  then  ruled  by 
the  Tzar  Ivan  III.  In  1501,  with  the  help  of  an  alliance  with  Lithuania,  Plettenberg 
began  a  war  of  aggression  against  the  Russians  and  defeated  their  vastly  superior 
army  near  Lake  Seritza.  The  following  year  he  won  the  famous  battle  of  Smolina 
enabling  him  to  assure  Livonia  of  many  years’  protection  against  Russian  attacks. 
However,  despite  a  peace  treaty  which  was  concluded  in  1 503,  and  renewed  several 
times,  he  was  unable  to  obtain  a  clear  definition  of  the  Livonian  borders  with  Russia. 

In  1526  he  became  Prince  of  the  Empire,  but  despite  the  wishes  of  his  people, 
he  declined  to  take  on  the  struggle  for  higher  office  and  he  defied  all  attempts  to 
involve  the  Russians  in  the  internal  affairs  of  Livonia.  He  died  in  1535. 

The  exceedingly  rare  ten  ducat  piece  illustrated  on  the  front  cover  is  a  better 
specimen  than  the  coin  in  the  Vogel  collection  (lot  870)  sold  in  1927,  which  was  a 
duplicate  from  the  Hermitage  Museum,  Leningrad.  It  is  listed  as  G623,  p.l02.

THE  HISTORICAL  SIGNIFICANCE  OF  COINS  (II)— 

CONSTANTINE.

The  Later  Years. 

The  labarum  appears  on  coins  of  Constantine  and  his  successors  throughout 
the  fourth  century,  and  is  used  in  the  Byzantine  period,  which  marks  the  floruit  | 
of  a  unique  Christian  art.  * 

The  most  noteworthy  of  all  Constantine’s  Christian  coin  types  is  one  of  undis¬ 
puted  significance,  and  appears  on  the  reverse  of  a  small  bronze  coin  minted  about 
333  A.D.  Here  it  is  shown  as  a  standard  with  a  banner  inscribed  with  three  pellets, 
and  surmounted  with  the  Christogram.  It  is  standing  on  a  serpent,  and  the  legend 
is  “  SPES  PVBLiCA  ”  (The  public  hope). 

The  meaning  of  the  serpent  is  clear,  for  it  represents  the  old  symbol  for  the  power 
of  evil  (first  seen  in  Genesis)  and  the  labarum  resting  on  it  denotes  the  triumph  of 
good  over  evil.  The  legend  speaks  for  itself. 

These  little  bronze  coins  were  struck  at  Constantinople,  and  are  perhaps  a  fore¬ 
taste  of  the  Byzantine  coins  which  show  the  emperor  standing  holding  the  labarum, 
with  one  foot  on  a  human  headed  serpent — an  aspect  of  the  “  Defender  of  the 
Faith.” 

In  the  later  years  of  Constantine’s  reign  there  are  a  number  of  coins  which  by 
their  types  suggest  a  Christian  significance,  though  in  earlier  times  no  such  inter¬ 
pretation  could  have  been  construed.  I  would  prefer  to  regard  these  with  caution, 
and  place  no  more  than  the  obvious  interpretation  on  them.  Of  far  greater  importance 
however  are  the  coins  commemorating  Constantine’s  consecration. 

The  subject  of  ruler-apotheosis  has  been  dealt  with  in  a  separate  section,  in  which 
I  mentioned  the  Roman  custom  of  consecrating  emperors  on  their  deaths. 

The  consecration  of  Julius  Caesar,  though  not  an  emperor,  marks  the  first  in  j 
a  long  series  of  deifications  of  Roman  rulers.  These  consecrations  were  generally  ^ 
marked  by  special  commemorative  coins,  often  depicting  a  funeral  pyre,  an  eagle 
(the  bird  of  consecration)  or  perhaps  the  emperor  going  to  heaven  either  on  an  eagle  . 
or  in  a  chariot.  Such  apotheosis  had  become  a  custom,  and  according  to  custom 
Constantine  was  consecrated. 

The  consecration  coins  are  of  special  interest.  One  has  an  obverse  type  of  the 
veiled  head  of  Constantine,  with  the  legend  DV  .  constantinvs  pt  avgg.  Here  the 
DV  stands  for  divvs  (Divine).  The  reverse  has  the  legend  VN  MR.  (Veneranda  Memoria 
=revered  memory)  and  the  figure  of  Pietas,  the  personification  of  piety. 

This  may  seem  rather  a  confusion  of  ideas.  Veneranda  Memoria  is  an  inscrip¬ 
tion  associated  with  the  tombs  of  early  Christians,  and  has  parallels  today.  Pietas, 
though  originally  meaning  dutifulness,  the  dutifulness  of  an  emperor  towards  his 
subjects  and  to  the  gods  can  quite  easily  be  seen  to  mean  devotion  not  to  the  gods, 
but  to  God,  in  fact  our  owm  meaning  of  piety.  The  obverse  legend  is  more  confusing, 
but  “  divus  ”  here  means  not  “  divine  ”  but  “  a  man  of  God.” 
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Another  coin  of  Constantine  has  a  reverse  type  of  the  emperor  in  a  chariot. 
There  is  one  important  difference  between  this  and  earlier  similar  coins — the 
chariot  is  being  beckoned  by  the  hand  of  God. 

The  answer  to  these  coins  lies  in  the  pagan  survival  which  we  have  already 
considered.  The  custom  could  not  be  discarded,  but  a  new  meaning  must  be  read 
into  it.  A  comparison  may  be  seen  in  the  ascent  of  Elijah,**  which  is  described  as 
follows : 

“  And  it  came  to  pass  .  .  .  behold,  there  appeared  a  chariot  of  fire,  and  horses  of 

fire,  and  parted  them  both  asunder;  and  Elijah  went  up  by  a  whirlwind  into 

heaven.” 

The  concept  of  the  hand  of  God  became  quite  common  in  later  times,  especially 
in  the  Byzantine  series,  where  it  is  shown  as  crowning  the  emperor. 

Constantine  was  the  last  emperor  to  be  consecrated,  and  it  may  be  noted  in  passing 
that  he  was  responsible  in  his  earlier  years  for  honours  being  paid  to  his  father 
Constantins  Chlorus  and  his  ancestor  Claudius  Gothicus,  who  were  both  regarded 
as  being  divine. 

Conclusion. 

From  the  above  discussion  the  following  facts  may  be  seen  to  emerge.  Constan¬ 
tine  was  converted  to  Christianity,  but  not  at  the  time  generally  accepted  by  historians. 
Although  Constantine  is  reported  to  have  given  an  account  of  his  vision  himself, 
the  versions  of  it  are  conflicting,  and  I  am  inclined  to  think  a  pious  invention. 
Constantine  was  never  strongly  opposed  to  Christians,  he  did  not  for  example 
continue  the  persecutions  of  his  predecessor,  Diocletian.  That  he  used  Christianity 
as  a  means  of  rallying  his  army  and  uniting  the  Empire  is  the  most  likely  suggestion — 
in  it  he  saw  a  way  to  absolutism.  I  do  not  suggest  he  did  not  adopt  the  labarum  as 
a  standard  at  Milvian  Bridge,  but  what  I  do  suggest  is  that  he  did  not  have  any 
faith  in  it. 

His  conversion  came  later  in  his  life.  The  suggestion  that  he  was  converted 
bv  his  mother  Helena  (St.  Helen)  who  is  reputed  to  have  found  the  True  Cross  has 
no  verification.  He  was  gradually  converted  after  320  a.d.  probably  not  completely 
until  he  was  on  his  deathbed. 

That  his  faith  was  typical  of  the  time,  in  that  it  was  confused  with  certain  pagan 
ideas,  is  probable,  though  he  may  have  been  completely  converted  before  his  death. 

Historians  have  tended  to  glorify  his  character.  Constantine  was  not  great  for 
what  he  was  but  for  what  he  did.  He  was  one  of  the  most  ruthless  emperors,  and 
was  both  cruel  and  treacherous.  He  had  his  son  Crispus  murdered  in  326  a.d. 
The  reason  for  this  was  that  his  wife  Fausta  had  fallen  in  love  with  Crispus  (who  was 
a  son  of  a  previous  marriage)  and  finding  that  her  love  was  not  reciprocated  accused 
Crispus  of  false  crimes.  When  he  found  his  mistake  Constantine  had  Fausta 
asphyxiated. 

He  also  put  his  opponent  Licinius  to  death,  even  though  Licinius  had  surrendered 
to  him  on  the  proviso  that  he  would  be  spared. 

Constantine  made  many  mistakes,  not  least  the  division  of  his  empire  between 
his  three  sons  and  two  nephews  on  his  death,  but  may  be  termed  “  Great  ”  if  only 
because  he  founded  the  Byzantine  Empire. 

His  sons  were  brought  up  Christians,  and  with  them  we  pass  into  a  new  era 
in  Roman  History. 
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NOTES  ON  IRISH  COINS.

I.  SIHTRIC  AND  DERIVED  TYPES. 

The  various  issues  made  either  in  or  for  Ireland  have  received  only  sporadic 
attention  from  students  and  collectors.  This  in  part  arises  from  difficulty  in  classify¬ 
ing  the  early  coins  and  in  finding  specimens  of  the  later  ones  which  carry  legible 
inscriptions.  In  the  following  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  describe  a  selection  of 
the  known  types.  Articles  on  the  early  issues  have  appeared  in  the  British  Numis¬ 
matic  Journal,  vol.  6  (by  Roth),  vol.  17  (by  Parsons),  and  vols.  29  and  30  (by  R.  H.  M. 
Dolley).  Other  articles  will  be  mentioned  in  their  context.

The  first  coins  definitely  attributable  to  Ireland  were  struck  in  the  Viking  colony 
which  had  been  established  round  Dublin  in  the  mid-9th  century.  They  are 
associated  with  the  name  of  the  local  king  Sihtric  “  Silkbeard  ”  who  reigned  from 
989  until  1024  or  1035.  The  time  was  one  of  raids  by  the  Vikings  on  England  and 
of  attacks  by  the  native  Irish  on  the  Norse  colony.  The  raids  on  England  led  to 
the  collection  by  the  Norsemen  of  the  Danegeld  tribute  which  included  quantities 
of  English  pennies.  Apparently  the  local  production  of  copies  of  the  English 
prototypes  started  about  992  during  the  currency  of  the  crux  issue.  A  number  of 
examples  bearing  the  name  of  Sihtric  and  rare  coins  in  the  name  of  Aethelred  but 
with  Dublin  mint  signature  are  known.  Following  this  the  succeeding  types  of 
Aethelred  were  copied  but  the  favourite  was  the  Long  Cross  type  which  had  been 
struck  on  a  higher  weight  standard  (1.7  gm.)  than  the  other  types.  The  Long  Cross 
issue  appeared  about  997  and  seems  to  have  been  copied  immediately,  the  weight 
standard  of  the  presumed  first  copies  approximates  that  of  the  English  coins  but 
the  range  is  considerable.  The  copying  was  sometimes  so  thorough  that  it  extended 
to  the  use  of  the  name  of  Aethelred  and  the  reverse  inscription  of  an  English  moneyer 
and  mint.  However  the  Irish  copies  can  be  recognised  {vide  Dolley,  B.N.J.  30)  a 
by  the  use  of  -h  for  x  in  rex  and  the  substitution  of  d  for  the  terminal  d  in  aethelred.  * 
Such  a  copy  is  illustrated  in  Seaby’s  (1962)  Catalogue  above  the  number  668. 

In  999  the  Irish  attacked  Dublin  and  sacked  it.  To  this  year  may  perhaps  be 
attributed  coins  with  uninterpreted  legends  of  the  Long  Cross  type.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  the  legends  starting  with  dymn  mean  “  The  Dublin  kings  money  ” 
(Parsons)  and  would  be  appropriate  to  a  time  of  disputed  sovereignity.  The  reverses 
associated  with  these  coins  (see  Dolley,  B.N.J.  29)  are  mostly  blundered,  some  are 
recognisable  as  corruptions  of  Faeremin  and  others  of  English  moneyers  and  mint 
towns.  Rare  coins  of  the  same  type  having  the  obverse  legend  starting  “  sisiG  ” 
or  “  OGSEN  ”  may  belong  to  the  same  time. 

There  may  well  have  followed  a  period  of  undisputed  rule  by  Sihtric;  at  all 
events  copies  of  the  Long  Cross  type  are  relatively  common  but  many  have  a  lower 
weight  than  the  English  coins.  Some  have  additional  marks,  such  as  a  cross  pattee 
in  the  field,  others  have  a  more  barbarous  looking  portrait  but  the  legends  are  care¬ 
fully  and  accurately  rendered.  These  presumed  earlier  coins  do  not  have  pellets 
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or  branches  on  the  reverse.  The  much  rarer  copies  of  the  Helmet  type  of  Aethelred 
(which  was  of  low  weight)  and  of  the  Last  Small  Cross  type  and  Cnut’s  quatrefoil 
type  suggest  that  Sihtric’s  reign  continued  until  about  1024.  The  battle  at  Clontarf 
in  1014  which  ended  in  defeat  of  the  Norse  in  alliance  with  their  kinsmen  from 
Man  and  Scotland  may  account  for  a  cessation  of  the  supply  of  bullion  in  the  form 
of  English  coins ;  at  all  events  coins  which  may  be  dated  later  than  1014  tend  to  have 
reduced  weights. 

The  coins  of  this  first  period  can  be  listed  as  follows : 

1.  Copies  of  CRUX  type  usually  with  Sihtric’s  name  (2  in  Hildebrand)  some  with 

Aethelred’s  name. 

Moneyers  Ascetel  (or  Arcetel),  Fastolf,  Lioelf,  Reolece,  Wulfgar. 

2.  Copies  of  the  Long  Cross  type: 

(a)  in  Sihtric’s  name  (69  in  Hildebrand).  A  rare  variant  has  the  title 
CUNUNG. 

(b)  in  Aethelred’s  name  (9  in  Hildebrand),  some  have  additional  marks 
in  the  field.  (Fig.  1). 

(c)  with  reading  dymn  roex  mnegmi,  etc.  (14  in  Hildebrand). 

(d)  with  name  sisiG  or  ogsen  (5  in  Hildebrand). 

The  moneyers  of  (a)  and  (b)  are  Car,  Faeremin  (or  Faenemin),  Siulf, 

Ndremin,  Edric.  On  (c)  and  (d)  the  reverse  readings  are  confused,  some 

are  derived  from  Faeremin,  others  from  English  names. 

3.  Helmet  type : 

(a)  in  name  of  Sihtric  (1  in  Hildebrand). 

(b)  in  name  of  Aethelred  (3  in  Hildebrand). 

Moneyers :  Car,  Eiomis,  Faer(or  n)emin,  Siulf. 

4.  Last  Small  Cross : 

(a)  in  name  of  Sihtric  (29  in  Hildebrand). 

(b)  Aethelred  (9  in  Hildebrand). 

Moneyers :  Aelf helm,  Faeremin,  Ndremin,  Ringulf. 

5.  Cnut’s  quatrefoil  type: 

(a)  in  Sihtric’s  name  (1  in  Hildebrand). 

(b)  Cnut’s  name  (3  in  Hildebrand). 

Moneyers:  Faeremin,  Steng. 

It  is  proper  to  question  whether  the  names  of  English  moneyers  such  as  Edric 
when  associated  with  Dublin  are  due  to  partial  copying  of  the  legend  of  the  English 
prototype.  A  copy  of  the  Long  Cross  type  with  Sihtric’s  name  and  reverse  reading 
BYRHTIOD  MO  RiNi  may  be  regarded  as  a  careless  version  of  byrhtnod  mo  pint. 

The  numbers  of  specimens  noted  by  Hildebrand  will  give  an  idea  of  the  relative 
rarity. 

After  the  production  of  copies  of  the  Cnut  quatrefoil  type  (wt.  1  gm.)  one  may 
infer  that  Sihtric’s  rule  ended.  Neither  coins  nor  records  give  any  indication 
who  reigned.  What  are  presumed  to  be  the  next  coins  are  mostly  derivatives  of 
the  Long  Cross  type.  The  legends  become  progressively  less  intelligible  and  the 
weights  are  usually  well  under  1.3  gm.,  even  falling  to  0.65  gm.  There  are  usually 
additional  marks  in  the  field,  and  a  single  pellet  in  each  quarter  of  the  reverse  perhaps 
preceded  the  “  branch  ”  mark  which  occurs  in  one  or  two  quarters  since  the  weights 
of  the  former  tend  to  be  higher. 

Since  Aethelred’s  Long  Cross  type  was  copied  in  Scandinavia  there  is  some 
difficulty  in  distinguishing  between  Irish  and  Scandinavian  versions.  As  the  Irish 
eventually  resorted  to  copying  odd  obverses  and  reverses  of  both  English  and 
Scandinavian  issues  and  putting  them  in  various  combinations  with  their  favourite 
Long  Cross  bust  there  is  plenty  of  scope  for  die  linkage  study. 
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The  rare  coins  bearing  copies  of  later  English  types  include  those  of  Edward  the 
Confessor’s  facing  bust,  Harold  II  Paxs  reverse,  William  I  types  1,  3  and  8,  William 
II  type  2.  Designs  like  those  on  the  Danish  coins  of  Sven  Estridsen  (1047-75) 
are  also  encountered.  It  is  an  interesting  example  of  inherent  conservatism  or 
memory  of  a  high  weight  standard  that  the  Aethelred  Long  Cross  bust  persists  to 
the  latest  coins. 

To  list  the  various  types  would  not  be  very  helpful;  the  most  common  are 
derivatives  of  the  Long  Cross  type  having  either  pellets  or  a  branch  or  two  branches 
in  the  quarters.  (Figs.  2  and  3). 

The  final  indigenous  coins  are  of  bracteate  form  (see  D.  Allen  in  Numismatic 
Chronicle,  1942).  The  flans  are  so  thin  that  the  design  on  the  die  appears  in  relief 
on  one  side  and  incuse  on  the  other.  The  designs  used  were  either  (a)  a  version  of 
the  Long  Cross  bust  or  (b)  a  cross.  Since  these  were  associated  in  the  Scrabo  Hill 
hoard  with  Tealby  pence  they  can  be  dated  to  about  1150-1200.  It  is  interesting 
that  the  cross  was  struck  over  the  Long  Cross  bust  on  most  coins  of  this  hoard. 
Mr.  Allen  conjectured  that  the  moneyers  were  attempting  to  produce  two  sided 
coins  by  successively  striking  with  the  two  dies.  The  weight  of  these  coins  is  about 
0.85  gm.  Other  coins  in  the  hoard  and  also  those  found  at  Fermoy  were  pure 
bracteates  bearing,  cross  patterns  recalling  the  reverses  of  the  English  issues  of  the 
Norman  kings  (wt.  0.65  gm.). 

THE  COINAGE  OF  NICHOLAS  II.

The  outbreak  of  war  in  the  late  summer  of  1914  brought  severe  changes  to  the 
Russian  monetary  system.  For  practical  purposes  the  coinage  of  Banco  Silver 
(i.e.  Poltinas  and  Roubles)  ceased  and  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  coinage  of 
subsidiary  silver  began.  An  indication  of  this  is  seen  in  the  profits  of  the  mint 
on  silver  and  copper  {seigneurage)],  during  the  years  up  to  1913  the  average  profits 
were  five  to  seven  millions  of  roulDles  while  in  1914  the  total  climbed  to  14.6  million 
roubles  (though  this  figure  includes  3.1  millions  of  the  1913  profit).  There  w^as  an 
insatiable  public  dem^and  for  small  silver  (and  copper)  coin.  On  16  July,  1914,  the 
State  Bank  had  72.7  million  roubles  of  subsidiary  coin  in  its  vaults;  on  16th  October 
this  reached  a  low  of  41.1  millions.  After  this,  however,  the  State  Banlt  was  able 
to  keep  sufficient  reserves  in  its  coffers. 

Although  for  practical  purposes  the  coinage  of  Banco  silver  had  ceased  in  1914, 
there  was  a  special  issue  of  Roubles  in  December  of  1915.  Since  the  Roubles 
dated  1915  were  received  by  the  curator  of  the  imperial  collection  at  the  Hermitage 
in  early  December  it  may  be  assumed  that  these  were  struck  in  late  November  and 
early  December.  There  were  only  600  pieces  struck.  The  rumour  that  1916  and 
1917  Roubles  were  struck  is  without  foundation  since  the  Hermitage  collections  do 
not  and  never  did,  contain  these  particular  dates 

A  tem.porary  expedient  of  September  25,  1915,  was  the  decree  issuing  the  so- 
called  “  postage-stamp  money  ”  printed  on  thick  cardboard.  These  stamps  were 
of  the  Romanov  jubilee  design  and  were  not  meant  to  replace  the  subsidiary  coinage; 
instead  the  purpose  was  to  provide  a  circulating  medium  sufficient  for  the  purposes 
of  the  public  until  the  necessary  quantity  of  subsidiary  silver  and  copper  could  be 
struck  by  the  imperial  mint.  Although  in  1915  there  were  issued  37.5  million 
roubles  of  small  silver  (as  opposed  to  14.95  millions  in  1914  and  8.675  millions 
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in  1913)  it  was  proposed  to  strike  over  40  million  roubles  of  subsidiary  silver  alone 
in  1916;  in  addition  there  were  to  be  struck  4.55  millions  of  copper  coins. 

To  this  end  (of  increased  1916  coinages)  the  Japanese  mint  bureau  was  contracted 
with  for  the  coinage  of  10  and  15  Kopeck  pieces.  These  were  coined  at  the  Osaka 
mint  in  large  quantities,  no  doubt  early  in  1916.  These  pieces  are  distinguished 
from  the  regular  Petrograd  coinage  by  the  absence  of  the  mintmaster  initials  (B.C.) 
on  the  obverse  of  the  coins  near  the  eagle’s  tailfeathers.  Many  Russian  collectors 
believe  that  all  10  and  15  Kopeck  pieces  were  struck  at  Osaka,  but  this  is  not  so 
although  absence  of  1916  Petrograd  mint  reports  makes  it  seem  this  w^ay.  (The 
name  St.  Petersburg  was  changed  to  Petrograd  in  the  early  months  of  the  war  since 
St.  Petersburg  had  a  German-sounding  name  while  Petrograd  had  a  distinctly 
Russian  flavour). 

It  is  probable  that  1916  saw  the  greatest  number  of  pieces  struck  bearing  the 
Imperial  Russian  designs.  In  1915  alone  there  were  struck  over  366  million  coins 
and  the  Petrograd  mint  would  have  had  to  strike  only  about  200  million  coins 
(adding,  of  course,  the  Osaka  issues)  to  equal  the  record  year  of  1915.  By  late  1916 
it  had  become  painfully  apparent  to  the  authorities  that  the  people  were  hoarding 
not  only  gold  and  Banco  silver,  but  even  the  subsidiary  silver  to  an  enormous  degree; 
by  the  end  of  1916  about  the  only  circulating  medium  (in  European  Russia)  was 
paper  money  (including  the  postage-stamp  minor  currency)  plus  some  copper.  It 
is  said  that  the  1916  issues  never  came  into  general  circulation  except  at  a  few 
isolated  districts  (near  Petrograd?)  and  as  pay  to  the  Russian  troops  serving  in 
Persia.  The  situation  in  Siberia  was  somewhat  different  in  that  subsidiary  silver 
and  small  copper  were  in  plentiful  supply  at  least  into  1917.  After  1917,  there 
would  be  only  paper  for  some  time  in  all  of  Russia. 

In  1915  it  had  been  proposed  to  coin  34  million  roubles  of  subsidiary  silver  and 
8.3  million  roubles  of  copper  in  1917.  In  a  law  of  13  November,  1915,  the  Imperial 
Treasury  was  authorised  to  issue  special  Treasury  notes  in  denominations  of  1, 
2,  3,  5,  10,  15,  20,  and  50  Kopecks.  It  was  intended  to  withdraw  the  small  change 
postage-stamp  notes  from  circulation  with  the  above  paper,  but  this  did  not  happen; 
instead,  all  of  the  denominations  were  issued  (except  the  10,  15,  and  20  Kopeck 
notes)  and  entered  into  the  monetary  circulation.  What  part  this  additional  paper 
played  on  the  coinage  plans  is  difficult  to  ascertain  since  the  number  of  1916  and 
1917  pieces  struck  is  unknown.  The  1916  coinage  was  certainly  heavy. 

In  1916  there  were  struck  some  copper  patterns  for  the  proposed  1917  coinage 
of  copper.  These  were  greatly  reduced  in  size  from  the  issues  of  1867  to  1916. 

According  to  S.  P.  Fortinskii,  writing  in  the  Numismaticheskii  Sbornik  (1955), 
[on  page  133],  10,  15,  and  20  Kopeck  coins  were  struck  in  small  quantities  in  late 
1916!  How  long  the  subsidiary  silver  coinage  continued  into  1917,  if  at  all,  is 
unknown  to  this  writer;  it  is  certain  that  the  1917  coinage  was  heavily  reduced  from 
that  of  1916,  however. 

In  late  February,  1917,  came  the  end  of  the  Czarist  Empire  and  thus  of  a  coinage 
that  had  supplied  the  Russian  land  for  centuries.

Below  will  be  found  a  complete  list  of  the  coins  of  Nicholas  II,  together  with 
the  rarity  tables  (Common,  Scarce,  Rare,  Very  Rare  [RR],  and  Extremely  Rare 
[RRR])  and  coinage  totals  (where  available)  of  each  piece.  The  rarity  tables  are 
those  of  Giel  &  Ilin  (1904)  and  Garshin  (1916).  Mint  statistics  are  from  sources 
published  in  pre-revolutionary  Russia  supplemented  by  United  States  Director 
of  the  Mint  Reports.

THE  COINAGE  OF  NICHOLAS  II 


There  were  a  number  of  mintmasters  during  the  reign  of  Nicholas  II;  their 
initials  appear  on  all  the  gold  and  silver  struck  ’with  two  exceptions — that  struck 
at  Paris,  Brussels,  and  Osaka,  and  the  Polupoltina  (25  Kopecks)  of  1896  which  was 
struck  both  at  Paris  and  St.  Petersburg.  The  names  of  the  mintmasters  are  as 
follows :

Reverse:  Double-headed  Byzantine  eagle  of  slightly  different  style  than  on 
either  the  copper  or  subsidiary  silver  coinage.  The  value  is  25 
h'Oil'rjEKT  (25  kopeck)  and  date  1H95  F.  (1895  year).

Mthough  there  is  no  indication  of  mintmaster  or  mint  on  this  piece,  it  was  struck 
at  the  St.  Petersburg  mint.  It  is  a  distinct  possibility,  as  mentioned  in  the  text, 
that  the  Polupoltinas  (25  Kopecks)  of  Alexander  III  dated  1894  are  included  within 
the  above  mintage  report.

As  with  the  Polupoltina,  it  is  a  distinct  possibility  that  the  1894  Poltinas  were 
struck  in  1895  as  a  sort  of  memorial  tribute  to  Alexander  III.

A  GREEK  COIN  COLLECTOR  IN  GREECE. 

By  S.  C.  Parsons. 

The  collector  of  ancient  coins  might  perchance  entertain  the  hope  of  increasing 
his  collection  whilst  journeying  in  the  country  of  their  origin.  This  was  indeed  my 
hope  when  I  set  out  for  the  sun  and  sights  of  Greece.  The  guide-book  talked  glow¬ 
ingly  of  ignorant  farmers  digging  up  ancient  coins  and  selling  them  to  what  I  found 
were  equally  ignorant  antique  shops. 

On  my  first  visit  to  an  antique  shop,  I  felt  I  had  every  chance  of  striking  a  profit¬ 
able  bargain,  for,  in  a  dark  corner  of  the  window  was  a  plate  piled  high  with  silver 
coins .  On  the  top  of  these  was  a  stater  of  Locris  Opuntii  selling  for  one  hundred  drachmae. 
Venturing  in  clutching  a  fifty  drachma  note,  I  asked  the  assistant  to  show  me  this  and 
the  other  coins  that  lay  underneath  it.  The  “  expert  ”  was  hastily  summoned  and  he 
extracted  the  plate  from  the  window  along  with  another  full  of  uninteresting-looking 
copper  coins.  Ignoring  these  I  glanced  at  the  head  of  Persephone  which  adorns  the 
Locrian  coin  and  in  a  second  knew  it  to  be  a  very  poor  fake.  Perhaps  anticipating  a 
remark  or  because  he  w^as  in  fact  honest,  he  now'  told  me  the  truth  about  the  silver 
coins.  ''  These  are  not  real,”  he  said,  “  only  copies,  but  these,”  said  he  pointing  to 
the  copper,  “  are  real  and  ver}^  old.”  I  had  told  him  that  I  was  a  collector  and  not  a 
souvenir  hunter.  I  ran  my  eyes  through  the  badly  worn  Roman  and  Byzantine 
bronze  thinking  I  might  spend  up  to  ten  drachmae  to  justify  the  time  taken  by  my 
inquiries.  I  think  their  antiquity  was  supposed  to  impress  me  deeply  for,  before  he 
answered  my  question  of  cost,  he  reminded  me  how  rare  real  coins  are.  The  answ'er 
I  wanted  was  “  fiftv  drachmae.”  I  fled. 

Endowed  with  the  knowledge  that  numerous  fakes  were  in  existence,  I  went  on  to 
the  metropolis  of  antique  shops,  Athens.  Marching  into  a  suitably  dirty  shop,  I 
asked  to  see  some  coins.  Five  specimens  were  shown  me  among  which  I  spied  one 
genuine  coin.  It  was  a  small  Corinthian  bronze,  for  which  I  was  willing  to  pay 
fifteen  drachmae.  Forty  were  asked,  and  I  went  out  soon  afterwards  without  the 
coin,  but  with  the  satisfaction  of  having  knocked  him  down  to  twenty-five.  The 
next  real  coins  I  saw’  were  tw'o  Alexander-type  tetradrachms,  both  exceedingly  worn. 
“  They  are  very  old,”  said  the  woman  attendant,  “  five  hundred  drachmae.”  My  own 
valuation  was  fifty. 
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Undaunted  by  my  discoveries,  I  was  determined  to  see  Pandrossos  Street,  which 
is  famous  for  its  antique  shops,  and  where  I  hoped  competition  between  the  shops 
would  bring  down  the  prices.  Looking  like  a  typical  tourist  I  walked  from  the 
Numismatic  Museum,  which  to  my  annoyance  I  had  found  to  be  shut,  to  the  Turkish 
part  of  Athens  where  Pandrossos  Street  is  situated.  The  first  shop  I  entered  was  run 
by  a  man  whose  second  language  apart  from  Greek  was  French.  He  was  not  very 
impressed  when  I  exposed  all  the  money  I  happened  to  have,  which  amounted  to  one 
hundred  drachmae,  and  pointed  to  his  beautiful  coins.  I  picked  up  the  most  in¬ 
significant-looking  coin  I  could  see  and  was  rewarded  by  the  figure  of  five  on  a 
scrappy  piece  of  paper.  Going  on  a  bit,  I  came  to  a  shop  with  many  more  coins  in  the 
window.  And,  since  the  plate  where  there  might  have  been  some  genuine  specimens 
was  covered  by  a  large  fake  Syracusan  dekadrachm,  I  went  in  and  asked  to  see  it.  I 
was  rewarded  by  the  discovery  of  four  genuine  coins,  three  of  which  were  fifth- 
century  Athenian  obols.  The  other  thing  of  interest  was  a  box  full  of  bronze  coins, 
but  they  were  twenty  drachmae  each.  In  the  end,  I  decided  on  the  purchase  of  one 
of  the  obols  and  this  cost  me  fifty  drachmae.  Coming  out  of  the  shop,  I  decided  I  had 
had  my  fill  of  antique  shops,  partly  for  the  reason  that  I  had  spent  half  the  money  I 
came  out  with.  The  obol  on  its  journey  home  lived  with  the  marzine  tablets  in  their 
container  and  on  account  of  its  size  was  something  of  a  joke  with  my  fellow  travellers. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  say  that  buying  Greek  coins  in  Greece  is  not  to  be 
recommended.  Genuine  coins  seem  to  fetch  over-high  prices  as  souvenirs  for  non¬ 
collectors.  The  imitations  are  very  expensive  for  what  they  are  and  are  far  more 
numerous  than  the  genuine.  Generally  speaking,  the  large  numbers  of  bronze  coins 
are  over-priced. 

(The  Greek  drachm  is  now  equivalent  to  about  3d). 

THE  1964  SHAKESPEARE  ANNIVERSARY. 

OFFICIAL  COMMEMORATIVE  MEDAL. 


The  Trustees  of  Shakespeare’s  Birthplace  are  sponsoring  the  production  of  an  official 
Shakespeare  medal  to  commemorate  the  400th  anniversary  of  Shakespeare’s  birth  this  year. 
The  medal  has  been  designed  by  the  eminent  medallic  sculptor,  Mr.  Paul  Vincze,  F.R.B.S. 

Since  the  first  Shakespeare  Festival  at  Stratford-upon-Avon  in  1769,  Shakespeare  medals 
have  been  produced  to  mark  each  successive  major  festival  occasion.  The  portrait  of  Shake¬ 
speare  on  the  1964  medal  is  not  based  on  any  particular  representation  of  the  poet  but  was 
conceived  by  the  sculptor  after  studying  several  of  the  well-known  portraits,  including  the 
engraving  in  the  First  Folio  and  the  bust  in  Stratford  Parish  Church.  The  reverse  is  an 
allegorical  scene  showing  one  of  the  Muses  holding  the  masks  of  comedy  and  tragedy,  with  a 
kneeling  figure  symbolising  the  new  generation  holding  in  his  left  hand  a  torch  and  in  his 
right  a  volume  representing  the  works  of  Shakespeare.

DOLLEY,  M.  Anglo-Saxon  Pennies.  Published  for  the  British  Museum.  London, 
1964.  32  pp.  15  plates.  We  can  supply  5/-  (  +  6d  postage). 

This  little  guide  to  the  collection  of  some  10,000  Anglo-Saxon  pennies  in  the  British 
Museum  illustrates  in  colour  three  gold  coins  and  has  48  enlargements  of  pennies,  most  of 
which  were  not  in  the  museum  collection  when  the  Brit.  Mus.  Catalogue  was  prepared  some 
seventy-five  years  ago.  As  is  suggested  in  the  foreword,  this  booklet  will  not  merely  serve  as 
a  guide  to  visitors  to  the  museum,  but  it  will  also  be  of  use  to  collectors  and  students  of  Anglo- 
Saxon  history.  They  will  find  in  it  an  admirably  concise  essay  on  Saxon  coinage,  incorporat¬ 
ing  the  results  of  the  intensive  research  to  which  this  series  has  been  subjected  by  a  number 
of  experts  over  the  last  dozen  years  or  so. 

Mr.  Dolley  has  been  in  the  van  of  this  assault  by  modern  methods  of  research  on  the 
numismatic  problems  of  the  8th- 11th  centuries,  and  his  enthusiasm  and  help  have  been  a 
great  encouragement  to  others  with  similar  interests.  If  the  majority  of  his  written  studies 
have  been  detailed  examinations  of  particular  evidence,  then  this  short  general  survey  of  the 
whole  field  of  Anglo-Saxon  numismatics  is  all  the  more  welcome  and  is  a  fitting  valedictory 
epistle  from  the  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals  at  the  British  Museum.  From  his  new 
position  at  a  seat  of  learning  in  Ulster  we  shall  look  forward  to  seeing  the  results  of  new 
research — particularly  on  the  coinage  of  the  Scandinavian  settlers  in  the  western  parts  of  the 
British  Isles. — P.J.S.

Much  new  material  has  accumulated  since  the  last  comprehensive  account  of  Carthaginian 
coinage  was  compiled  by  Muller  in  Numismatique  de  Vancienne  Afrique  over  a  himdred  years  ago. 

The  present  work  is  intended  as  a  synopsis  of  what  in  now  known.  Though  primarily 
concerned  with  the  gold  and  electrum  coinage,  enough  attention  has  been  given  to  the  bronze 
and  silver  (including  three  plates  of  illustrations)  to  enable  the  reader  to  relate  these  coins  to 
those  struck  in  the  precious  metals. 

The  gold  and  electrum  coinage  has  been  classified  into  18  chronologically  consecutive 
groups,  each  of  which  is  dated  within  fairly  close  limits  between  the  years  390-146  B.c.  In 
addition  to  a  general  discussion  on  the  grouping,  mints  and  metrology,  the  work  contains 
a  catalogue  of  all  coins  of  which  it  has  been  possible  to  obtain  accurate  particulars.  The  plates 
include  illustrations  of  more  than  500  die  varieties,  as  well  as  enlargements  of  significant 
details. — P.J.S. 


LEO  KADMAN. 

At  the  beginning  of  his  opening  speech  before  the  International  Numismatic  Convention  on 
December  27th,  1963,  in  Jerusalem,  Leo  Kadman  was  taken  ill  and  passed  away.  He  was  a 
President  to  the  Israel  Numismatic  Society  in  succession  to  Professor  Adolf  Reifenburg.  His 
entire  energy  was  devoted  in  the  last  few  years  to  the  study  of  Israel  numismatics,  both  ancient 
and  modern.  He  was  the  author  of  the  first  four  volumes  of  the  Corpus  Numorum  Palestinen- 
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sium,  their  subjects  being  The  Coins  of  Aelia  Capitolina,  The  Coins  of  Caesarea  Samariae  {called 
Caesarea  Maritima),  The  Coins  of  thejezvish  War  of  66-73  A.D.  and  The  Coins  of  Akko-Ptolemais. 
He  furthermore  wrote  a  number  of  learned  studies  and  articles  on  the  ancient  Hebrew  script 
on  Jewish  coinage  and  a  comprehensive  treatise  on  the  modern  Israel  money,  both  metal  coins 
and  banknotes.  His  ever  deepening  learning  and  the  relentless  energy  which  inspired  ail  those 
who  were  privileged  to  collaborate  with  him,  will  be  deeply  missed,  both  in  Israel  and  in 
numismatic  circles  abroad. 

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

An  American  Collector  of  British  Coins.  This  is  a  reply  to  Mr.  A.  Richardson’s 
letter  in  the  Feb.  Bulletin. 

Being  an  American  collector,  I  feel  his  letter  contained  many  statements  that  need  a  little 
explaining  by  someone  who  is  partly  responsible  for  stealing  his  “  national  treasure  and 
heritage.” 

I  realize  that  a  great  number  of  English  coins  are  leaving  England  to  be  put  in  foreign 
collections.  However,  instead  of  being  annoyed  at  this  situation,  I  believe  Mr.  Richardson 
should  be  proud  that  the  coins  of  his  country  display  enough  beauty  and  historical  interest 
to  be  in  demand  for  overseas  collectors.  In  my  opinion,  there  is  only  one  country  whose 
coins  are  more  beautiful  than  those  of  England,  and  that  is  Canada,  who,  by  the  wav',  had  all 
its  coins  struck  in  England  until  1908,  and  even  today  much  English  influence  can  be  observed 
on  their  coins. 

Prior  to  1962,  I  collected  only  U.S.  and  Canadian  coins.  When  U.S.  coins  reached  the 
point  where  I  just  couldn’t  afford  them  anymore,  I  didn’t  feel  cheated.  Instead,  I  just  turned 
to  English  coins.  The  only  dismay  I  can  feel  is  that  the  U.S.  coins  were  rising  in  price 
due  to  investors  and  not  collectors.  Nothing  would  have  made  me  prouder  than  to  think 
that  the  prices  rose  due  to  an  overseas  demand  for  our  coins.  But  no,  the  truth  is  that  in¬ 
vestors  forced  all  the  prices  up.  At  the  risk  of  being  branded  a  heretic,  I  must  admit  that  U.S. 
coins  (particularly  the  recent  issue)  are  among  some  of  the  ugliest  in  the  world.  However, 
coins  are  not  collected  only  for  their  beauty  alone,  but  for  their  historical  interest,  availability 
and  value  as  well.  Unfortunately,  very  few  coins  can  be  found  that  have  all  four  of  these 
qualities  embodied  in  them.  So,  therefore,  most  coins  are  collected  with  only  one,  two  or 
perhaps  even  three  of  the  aforementioned  reasons  in  mind. 

To  answ'er  his  charge  that  unless  something  is  done  about  English  coins  leaving  Great 
Britain,  “  this  very  interesting  hobby  will  become  entirely  within  the  bounds  of  the  rich,  and 
the  ordinary  collector  will  not  be  able  to  compete,”  I  can  only  say  that  this  reason  sounds 
something  like  the  excuse  of  U.S.  investors  who  say  that  by  hoarding  rolls  and  even  bags  of 
U.S.  coinage,  they  are  insuring  that  the  collectors  of  the  future  will  have  uncirculated  coins 
at  reasonable  prices.  These  investors  are  looking  for  one  thing  and  one  thing  only,  a  profit. 
The  true  collector  will  never  be  forced  out  of  this  wonderful  hobby  due  to  price,  for  he  will 
either  turn  to  a  different  series,  or  another  country  entirely  (which  many  U.S.  collectors 
have  already  done).  Of  course,  all  collectors  at  one  time  or  another  have  traded  or  sold  a 
coin  or  coins  at  a  profit  in  order  to  obtain  another  coin  for  their  collections,  but  this  at  no 
time  should  be  construed  to  mean  that  they  are  investors.  I  myself  have  several  duplicates 
of  English  coins  that  I  use  in  obtaining,  through  trade  with  other  collectors,  coins  that  I  may 
need.  Mr.  Richardson  would  selfishly  deny  all  “  foreign  ”  collectors  the  pleasure  of  collecting 
the  coins  of  their  choice.  I  believe  his  main  interest  is  not  so  much  in  losing  his  “  National 
Pride”  as  in  having  to  pay  an  extra  one  or  two  pounds  for,  say,  a  1902  Edward  VII  crown. 

Mr.  Richardson  should  be  glad  that  coins  are  getting  scarcer.  One  of  the  main  challenges 
in  collecting  is  not  so  much  the  price,  but  the  opportunity  to  obtain  a  particular  coin.  For 
example,  a  1914D  U.S.  one  cent  price  in  F.D.C.  condition  costs  about  ^C^OO,  but  one  can  be 
purchased  in  about  an  hour  using  a  telephone.  However,  it  took  me  over  a  year  to  ojDtain  a 
1902  crown  Proof  F.D.C.  at  flA.  When  the  challenge  stops,  interest  stops,  and  when  mterest 
stops,  the  hobby  stops. 

Also  Mr.  Richardson,  please  remember  that  foreign  collectors  have  contributed  much  to 
English  numismatics,  such  as  research  in  the  methods  of  coin  preservation,  coin  cleaning, 
new  die  varieties,  etc.  Narrow-mindedness  has  no  place  in  any  science  or  hobby,  and  numis¬ 
matics  is  both  of  these.  Collecting  coins  of  other  countries  opens  up  new  areas  of  thought, 
increases  our  knowledge  of  world  history,  monetary  units,  and  most  important  of  all,  I  feel, 
allows  us  to  make  friends  across  oceans. 

I  do  hope,  Mr.  Richardson,  that  you  will  not  take  this  answer  as  a  personal  affront  to  your 
integrity,  I  am  sure  your  reasons  for  thinking  as  you  do  are  as  strong  as  my  reasons  for  thinking 
as  I  do.  Please  feel  free  to  write  me  further  regarding  the  subject  discussed  herein.  Thank 
you.

Six  Johore  Sultans  have  this  name  in  their  titles  between  1570  and  1761. 

This  type  of  Alas,  is  attributed  by  the  modern  Malayan  numismatists  to  the  third  Sultan 
(1623-1677)  and  to  the  period  between  1647-1663.  Neither  of  the  two  Sultans  bearing  the 
name  between  1717-1722  or  1760-1761,  are  considered  to  have  struck  coins  in  gold. — F. 
Pridmore. 

Coin  Moulds  from  Old  Sleaford.  Excavation  in  the  hope  of  learning  more  about  the 
making  of  Britain’s  first  native  coinage  has  just  been  completed  in  the  gardens  of  houses  to  be 
built  in  the  parish  of  Old  Sleaford,  Kesteven,  Lincolnshire,  the  Ministry  of  Public  Building 
and  Works  announced  yesterday.  Finds  of  coin  mould  and  crucible  fragments  have  been  by  far 
the  most  prolific  to  come  from  any  of  the  known  British  Iron  Age  mints.  Well  over  2,000 
measurable  pieces  have  been  found,  as  well  as  innumerable  scraps. 

The  excavations  were  supervised  by  Mrs.  M.  U.  Jones,  of  Preston  Wynn,  Hereford. 

The  existence  of  a  mint  of  the  British  tribe  of  the  Coritani,  who  peopled  the  area  before  the 
Roman  occupation,  was  discovered  during  earlier  excavations  at  the  site.  Two  uninscribed 
silver  coins  of  the  tribe  and  more  than  100  mould  fragments  were  found. —  Times,  \bjan.,  1964. 

Roman  Coins  from  Swine,  Yorks.  Archaeologists  at  Hull  Museum  are  to  examine 
several  hundred  coins  and  the  remains  of  an  earthenware  jar  which  have  been  ploughed  up  at 
Swine,  near  Hull,  on  Crown  land.  Two  of  the  coins  have  been  identified  as  minted  in  bronze 
at  the  time  of  Constantine  I.  about  a.d.  330.  A  similar  hoard  of  coins  was  found  at  Swine  in 
1940. 

The  new  find  gives  rise  to  speculation  that  the  area  was  the  site  of  a  Roman  town.  Near  the 
place  where  the  coins  were  found  are  the  remains  of  a  medieval  settlement  and  an  abbey. — Times, 
\Ath  January,  1964 

Roman  Coins  from  Ballyglunin,  Co.  Galway.  Two  Roman  coins  were  found  by  a 
Garra,  Ballyglunin,  farmer  while  working  in  his  garden.  Both  bear  on  the  obverse  side  the 
head  of  the  Emperor  Diocletian,  who  reigned  from  284  to  305.  The  larger  coin,  about  the  size 
of  a  shilling,  has  the  figure  of  Justice  on  the  reverse,  and  the  smaller  one  has  the  sacred  geese, 
which  were  said  to  have  saved  Rome  from  the  invading  Gauls  when  their  cackle  roused  the 
city’s  sleeping  sentries. 

How  the  coins  came  to  be  in  Garra  is  a  mystery,  but  they  appear  to  be  quite  genuine.  The 
Romans,  great  traders  as  well  as  soldiers,  minted  huge  quantities  of  coins  and  those  with 
Diocletian’s  image  are  quite  numerous. —  Tuam  Herald.  Eire,  2\st  December,  1963. 

A  Frankish  Coin  from  Dorset.  During  August,  1963,  Mr.  John  Bailey,  on  behalf  of  the 
Dorset  Natural  History  and  Archaeological  Society,  carried  out  further  exploration  of  an  Iron 
Age/Romano-British  farm  site  at  Pin’s  Knoll,  Litton  Cheney,  in  the  valley  of  the  River  Bride, 
near  the  Dorset  coast. 

An  important  find  was  that  of  a  small  silver  coin  which  occurred  just  above  the  fall  layer 
of  a  Romano-British  building  and  about  two  feet  below  the  present  ground  level. 

Now  identified  by  Mr.  R.  H.  M.  Dolley  as  a  ninth  century  French  obol,  this  coin  is  apparent¬ 
ly  unique,  there  being,  as  far  as  is  known  no  other  specimen  of  an  obol  attributable  to  Lothar  II 
(King  of  Lotharingia  or  Lorraine  855-869)  and  struck  at  ‘Palatina.’ 

The  knoll  bears  evidence  of  extensive  ploughing  in  medieval  times,  and  the  south-east  slope 
is  terraced  with  a  series  of  well-defined  lynchets.  A  section  through  the  topmost  of  these 
showed  a  considerable  build-up  of  soil  above  an  old  turf  line,  which,  no  doubt,  represents  the 
upper  limit  of  the  natural  accumulation  between  the  end  of  the  Romano-British  occupation 
and  the  beginning  of  the  early  medieval  ploughing.  The  coin  itself  was  found  just  below  this 
turf  line,  and  its  occurrence,  albeit  casual,  on  a  South  Dorset  hill-top,  must  give  rise  to  con¬ 
siderable  speculation. — Western  Gazette,  3rd  January,  1964. 


NOTES  ON  MEDALS  FOR  THE  ROYAL  NAVY 
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Kennedy  Half  Dollar.  Production  of  a  new  half-dollar  coin  bearing  the  hkeness  of  the 
late  President  Kennedy  wiU  probably  begin  late  this  month  but  distribution  may  be  delayed 
until  the  date  of  his  birth.  May  29. 

The  last  change  in  a  U.S.  coin  was  in  1959  when  a  new  penny  was  introduced.  The 
Government  waited  imtil  a  considerable  quantity  had  been  minted  and  then  released  them  on 
Lincoln’s  birthday. 

The  mint  will  probably  turn  out  about  60  million  of  the  new  half-dollars  this  year.  And 
they  will  be  in  production  for  25  years  unless  the  law  is  changed. — Sunderland  Echoy  I6th 
January,  1964. 


NOTES  ON  MEDALS  FOR  THE  ROYAL  NAVY 

For  Campaigns  and  Expeditions  on  the  Continent  of  Africa 

1798  to  1910 

By  Capt.  W.  a.  Morgan  (late  of  the  Kensingtons). 

By  the  end  of  the  nineteenth  century  Great  Britain  was  interested  in  about 
twenty  colonies,  protectorates  and  spheres  of  influence  on  the  continent  of  Africa. 
Most  of  these  territories  had  some  coastline,  and  as  garrisons  of  British  troops  were 
only  maintained  in  a  few  areas,  the  correction  of  troubles  and  protection  of  the  colonists, 
and  traders,  was  to  a  very  large  extent  the  responsibility  of  the  Royal  Navy. 

Three  of  the  naval  actions  in  the  northern  part  of  the  continent  have  been  for  the 
maintenance  or  protection  of  the  short  route  to  India.  For  two  of  these  actions  the 
Naval  General  Service  Medal  was  given  with  a  bar.  The  first  authorised  in  1847  to 
survivors  of  Lord  Nelson’s  victory  of  the  Nile,  the  second  not  authorised  until  1850 
for  Lord  Abercrombie’s  Landing  in  Egypt.  Eighty  one  years  were  to  pass  before 
the  third  naval  action  in  Egypt  took  place — the  bombardment  of  Alexandria  on  the 
11th  July,  1882.  An  action  was  fought  in  North  African  waters  at  Algiers  in  1816 
for  which  a  bar  to  the  Naval  General  Service  medal  was  given,  in  1847. 

On  reference  to  the  medal  rolls  one  finds  that  the  distribution  of  the  N.G.S. 
Medal  and  bar  Nile  was  as  follows :

About  26  of  these  medals  have  passed  through  the  sale  rooms  in  the  last  1 5  years, 
but  no  example  for  either  Leander  or  Orion  has  been  offered. 

In  inspecting  the  Naval  Roll  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  when  the  N.G.S.  was 
instituted  in  1847  36  claims  were  made  for  a  bar  for  “  The  Landing  in  Egypt  on  the  8th 
March,  1801.”  In  the  remarks  column  is  a  note  to  the  effect  that  the  Army  were  not 
giving  a  bar  to  the  Military  General  Service  medal  so  the  claims  of  the  36  applicants 
were  disallowed.  The  division  of  these  36  claims  was:  Foudroyant,  1;  Ajax,  3; 
Astrea,  1 ;  Delft,  1 ;  Dictator,  1 ;  El  Camen,  2 ;  Europa,  1 ;  Expedition,  1 ;  Hector,  1 ; 
Kefit,  3;  Madras,  1 ;  Modeste,  1 ;  Mondovi,  1 ;  Northumberland,  1 ;  Peterel,  1 ;  Regulus,  2; 
Roebuck,  1;  Romulus,  1;  Stately,  1;  Swiftsure,  3;  Thetis,  3;  Tigre,  3;  Vestal,  1; 
Winchelsea,  1 ;  and  one  for  which  no  ship’s  name  is  given.  Of  the  medals  originally 
claimed  one  has  been  sold  recently.  When  the  bar  Egypt  was  au^orised  in  1850  the 
number  of  claims  was  much  greater  as  the  bar  was  to  cover  service  off  the  Egyptian 
coast  from  8th  March,  1801,  to  2nd  September,  1801,  many  more  vessels  were 
engaged  and  naturally  there  were  more  survivors,  the  distribution  was:

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


The  Hritish  Num.  Soc,  At  the  January  meeting  the 
President,  Mr.  C.  Vs'ilson  Peck,  told  members  of  the 
decision  of  Council  to  invite  Air.  Dolley  to  join  the 
Editorial  Committee,  and  to  become  the  Corresponding 
Member  of  the  Society  for  Ireland.  Mr.  Peck  also  gave 
a  special  welcome  to  Mr.  Edgar  Whnstanley,  a  former 
President,  who  was  attending  a  meeting  after  an  interval 
of  several  years. 

Mr.  P.  Grierson  then  read  a  Paper  entitled  “  Some 
Aspects  of  the  Gold  Sovereign  of  Henry  \TI.” 

This  coin  was  tirst  struck  in  1489,  the  prototype  being 
the  real  d'Autridte  which  was  struck  2  years  earlier.  The 
speaker  agreed  with  Kenyon  concerning  the  order  of  the 
types,  but  disagreed  with  several  other  numismatists, 
including  Lawrence,  Brooke,  and  W'instanley. 

Mr.  Grierson  showed  slides  of  the  different  types  of 
the  Sovereign,  and  of  the  prototype,  the  real  d’Autriche, 
The  relation  of  the  privy  marks  on  the  gold  and  silver 
coins  of  Henry  VH  was  then  discussed,  and  the  type  of 
the  closed  crown  on  the  sovereigns  and  groats  was 
described. 

The  speaker  went  on  to  discuss  the  problem  of  the 
closed  crown,  fie  produced  evidence  to  show  that  the 
closed  crown  had  not  been  introduced  by  Henry  VH,  but 
had  been  in  use  for  a  century  before.  By  the  end  of  the 
15th  century  the  symbolism  of  the  closed  crown  had 
changed.  It  was  now  not  just  different  to  the  open  crown 
of  E'rance,  but  it  had  an  Imperial  significance. 

In  discussing  the  paper,  Mr  Winstanley  said  that  while 
he  hesitated  to  say  that  the  speaker  was  wrong,  he 
doubled  if  he  was  right. 

Huddersfield  Num.  Soc.  At  their  January  meeting’ 
Huddersfield  Numismatic  Society  members  contributed 
together  in  a  thematic  evening.  The  subject,  “  Birds 
on  Coins,”  gave  an  incentive  to  a  minute  search  through 
cabinets  and  a  large  selection  was  placed  on  the  table.  At 
first  consideration,  it  might  w'ell  be  imagined  that  there 
was  not  much  scope,  but  here  is  a  general  list  of  the 
items  produced: 

The  Eagle  as  a  bird  of  Zeus  and  Jupiter  on  coins  of 
ancient  Greece,  Rome  and  Ptolemaic  Egypt;  the  Black 
Eagle  of  Germany,  the  White  Eagle  of  Poland ;  the  Italian, 
Napoleonic,  American  and  Alexican  Examples;  the 
double-headed  of  Imperial  Russia  and  the  Holy  Roman 
Empire. 

The  Cock:  E'rance,  Alalay  Straits,  Siam.  Hen  and 
Chickens,  and  W'oodcock  of  Eire;  the  Hen  on  coins  of 
Henneburg,  Germany.  The  Ostrich,  orange-crested 
Cockatoo,  African  Crowned  Crane,  Toucan  and  the 
Liver  bird  on  Tokens. 

The  Peacock  of  Burma,  the  Emu  and  Kockaburra  of 
Australia;  the  Kiwi  and  Alocking  Bird  of  New  Zealand; 
the  Bird  of  Paradise  of  New  Guinea. 

The  list  also  included  the  Quetzal  of  Guatemala  whicli 
gave  its  name  to  that  Country’s  unit  of  currency;  the 
Condor  of  South  America;  the  Dove,  Wren,  Pigeon, 
Sparrow,  Puffin,  Stork,  Heron  and  Crane;  the  Phoenix 
(Elizabeth  I  badge)  and,  of  course,  the  Alartlet  Alint 
Mark.

Orders  and  Medals  Research  Soc.  The  first 
meeting  of  the  Society  at  the  H.Q.  of  the  Aiilitary 
Historical  Society  was  attended  by  some  thirty  members 
who  expressed  their  appreciation  to  the  M.H.S.  for 
allowing  them  this  privilege.  The  President  said  that 
the  response  to  the  appeal  for  the  Lionel  Guille  Alemorial 
Fund  had  been  good,  but  there  were  still  a  number  of 
members  who  had  not  subscribed.  As  there  was  some 
urgency  about  the  matter  he  appealed  to  them  to  send 
their  donations  to  .Mr.  Daw’son  without  delay. 

A  number  of  members  had  brought  exhibits.  Wing- 
Comdr.  O’Toole  had  some  interesting  facts  about  the 
Order  of  A1  Nahda  of  Jordan,  shewing  us  the  3rd,  4th 
and  5th  classes.  Three  rather  unusual  Long  Service 
groups  came  from  .Mr.  Tamplin  and  Mr.  Horsley 
explained  how  one  may  find  out  quite  a  lot  about  an 
tin-named  group.  Ribbon  cards  shewing  groups,  in¬ 
cluding  one  or  two  remarkable  combinations,  awarded 
to  officers  with  whom  he  had  served  were  Air.  Sharland’s 
contribution.  Mr.  Webb  produced  a  group  of  Rouman¬ 
ian  medals  and  orders  and  Mr.  Dawson  the  very  rare 
Stanhope  Aledal  and  a  gold  and  silver  medal  of  the 
R.N.L.I.  for  the  same  incident. 

Some  medals  for  various  South  .African  campaigns 
including  the  B.S.A.  Coy’s  medals  w'ere  shewn  by  Air. 
Robinson  w'hile  Air.  Batty  had  the  C.B.E.  group  awarded 
to  the  translator  of  Omar  Khayham.  In  conclusion  Air. 
Harris  shewed  examples  of  all  the  India  General  Service 
Aledals,  all  to  Artillery.  After  a  short  auction  the  meet¬ 
ing  concluded  with  the  usual  “  natter.”

Wessex  Num.  Soc.  The  Cleaning  and  Preservation 
of  Old  Coins  w'as  the  subject  that  the  members  of  the 
“  Wessex  Numismatic  Society  ”  met  to  discuss  at  their 
January  meeting,  and  the  problem  whether  to  clean  or 
not  to  clean,  was  a  challenge  taken  up  by  many  of  the 
members  present. 

Dr.  E.  Burstal  his  formula  which  may  be  obtained 
from  a  chemist: 

Sodium  Potassium  Tartrate  .  .  .  .  6  Drachms. 

Caustic  Soda  .  .  .  .  .  .  .  .  11  Drachms. 

.Aq.  ad  .  .  .  .  .  .  .  .  .  .  6  ozs. 

Coins  should  be  immersed  in  this  from  1  hour  to  several 
days,  depending  upon  the  amount  of  corrosion;  the 
result  being  watched  carefully,  then  taken  out  and  rins¬ 
ing  W'ell  in  soapy  water,  using  a  stiff  nailbrush.  How'ever, 
he  said,  dirt  ingrained  into  the  mottoe  or  design  of  the 
coin  might  best  be  removed  with  liquid  soap,  which 
could  be  used  with  a  nailbrush.  Copper  could  be  finally- 
treated  with  “  Neatsfoot  Oil,”  which  is  in  itself  a  pre¬ 
caution  against  verdigris. 

B.  Perriam  spoke  on  having  obtained  a  few  Crowns 
from  the  bank,  only  to  find  that  many  of  the  Proofs  were 
covered  with  a  film  which  w-ould  not  come  off  with  soap 
and  water.  He  found  that  a  powder  such  as  French 
Chalk,  or  Whiting,  left  on  the  surface  would  remove 
this  after  a  short  time. 

E.  J.  Jeffery  spoke  on  the  harm  that  might  arise  when 
tissue  paper  which  was  not  acid-free  was  used  to  wrap 
silver  or  copper  coins,  and  it  was  stressed  that  the  right 
kind  of  tissue  be  obtained  before  placing  coins  away  in 
storage. 

Damp  was  the  main  danger,  and  valuable  old  coins 
should  be  examined  from  time  to  time  to  see  that  they 
were  not  affected  by  this. 
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P.  Walker  spoke  at  length  on  the  treatment  for  ancient 
bronze  coins  of  the  Roman  period,  and  explained  in 
detail  the  difference  between  plain  corrosion  and  the 
beautiful  red  or  green  patina  which  many  of  these 
pieces  have  after  hundreds  of  years’  burial  in  certain 
conditions;  the  patina  alone  was  sufficient  to  guard  the 
piece  from  further  deterioration,  and  this  on  no  account 
should  be  removed. 

G.  White  demonstrated  how  he  cleaned  copper  and 
silver  coins  that  showed  signs  of  verdigris  or  corrosion, 
but  warned  that  whilst  drastic,  it  should  be  experimented 
with  first,  preferably  with  coins  of  little  value.  He  said 
this — immerse  the  coin  in  “  Jenolite  ” — which  is  a  rust 
remover,  taking  care  that  it  stays  in  this  solution  for  only 
a  few  minutes,  the  green  will  then  come  off  completely; 
the  coin  should  then  be  washed  thoroughly  in  warm 
soapy  water,  and  finally  rubbed  with  a  soft  cloth  with  a 
good  oil.  He  mentioned  that  cupro-nickel  coins  were 
subject  to  quick  corrosion,  and  sets  of  coins  left  in  damp 
conditions  were  liable  to  suffer  quickly. 

The  right  kind  of  cabinet  for  housing  coins  was  also 
discussed,  with  mahogany  a  strong  favourite,  ceder-wood 
was  not  recommended,  and  pine-wood  was  also  out. 

W  est  Midland  Num.  Soc.  On  Wednesday,  January 
8th,  the  members  of  the  society  were  privileged  to  hear 
a  paper  read  by  P.  Burnham,  “  The  Silver  Coinage  of 
Henry  VI I.”  In  presenting  his  theme,  the  speaker 
stressed  the  great  importance  of  this  reign — the  beauty 
of  the  coins,  the  large  number  of  varieties  to  be  obtained ; 
and  the  provincial  series  struck  by  the  bishops  at  the 
episcopal  mints  of  York,  Canterbury  and  Durham — 
ingredients  guaranteed  to  appeal  to  the  collector  who 
looks  for  artistic  merit  as  w'ell  as  historical  and  numismatic 
interest  in  his  coins. 

The  defeat  and  death  of  Richard  HI  on  Bosworth  Field 
terminated  the  civil  w'ar  which  had  convulsed  England 


for  30  years.  The  new  King,  occupied  in  establishing 
his  position  and  legitimacy,  made  do  with  the  conven¬ 
tional  coinage,  merely  placing  his  own  name  “  henric  ” 
on  the  coins  and  the  initial  mark  lis  and  rose — the  style 
and  character  being  the  same  as  his  ill-fated  predecessor. 
Fortunately,  this  stereotyped  design  was  not  tolerated 
for  long,  and  the  instantly-recognisable  “  arched-crown  ” 
series  followed,  with  variations  in  the  crown,  lettering 
and  initial  marks.  These  initial  or  privy  marks  are  very 
complex,  the  speaker  explained,  and  he  read  out  an 
interesting  passage  from  an  indenture  made  in  the  year 
of  Henry’s  accession ;  “  The  masters  to  make  a  privy 
(that  is  to  say  a  secret)  mark  on  all  the  moneys  made  by 
them  .  .  .  and  a  portion  shall  be  put  in  a  box  .  .  .  which 
shall  be  opened  every  three  months.”  The  secret  marks, 
.\lr.  Burnham  continued,  had  exercised  research  workers 
for  over  50  years,  and  even  now  no  complete  solution 
was  in  sight. 

But  it  was  in  the  third  profile  coinage  of  Henry  VI I 
that  the  old  unimaginative,  stilted  designs  were  finally 
discarded,  and  the  influence  of  the  Renaissance  with 
its  ideals  of  realism  and  beauty  of  portraiture,  can  be 
seen.  Himself  a  scholar  and  patron  of  the  arts,  Henry 
employed  the  German  engraver  Alexander  of  Brugsal  to 
design  the  magnificent  gold  sovereign  and  the  large 
handsome  testoon-coins,  unfortunately  too  rare  for  the 
average  collecter.  However,  the  groats  are  readily  obtain¬ 
able,  and  although  smaller  than  their  more  valuable 
cousins,  they  are  nevertheless  fine  creations;  depicting 
as  they  do  the  transition  from  the  medieval  currency 
to  the  modern.  Mr.  Burnham  illustrated  his  talk  with 
coins  from  his  own  collection;  and  was  duly  thanked  by 
the  chairman  who  remarked  upon  the  research  and  close 
study  such  a  paper  demanded.
